The U. S. Department of 
Agriculture’s food stamp pro¬ 
gram aided 208.770 needy 
persons in Kentucky in June. 

This is a 64 percent in¬ 
crease over the 127,204 people 
receiving food stamp coupons 
in June 1969. Close to $3.5 
million worth of bonus food 
coupons were distributed, as 
compared with $929,601 worth 
in June of last year, USDA’s 
Food and Nutrition Service 
reports. 

FNS officials explained that 
the bonus coupons, given to 
supplement low-income fam¬ 
ily food spending, can be ex¬ 
changed for food at local gro¬ 
cery stores. 

At the end of June 1970, 
food stamp participants in 
Morgan County totaled 2,806 
persons—or 28.8 percent of the 
county’s population. This re¬ 
presents an increase of 1,038 
food stamp enrollment in Mor¬ 
gan was 1,786.

Thus, no estimate of pro¬ 
duction from the second “pay" 
cun be made until a new motor 
is brought in. This will take 
anothar two days oi more, 
according to Bink Strickland, 
Monitor's division engineer. 

‘'We've got a mighty good 
producer from the lower "pay , 
and we haven't yet fractured 
our best zones, “said Strick¬ 
land Saturday. 

The second ''pay” was 30 
feet above the bottom "pay" 
fractured three weeks ago at 
about 7.900 feet. Nearly 5,000 
pounds pressure pc'- square 
inch was used in fracturing 
the second pay, Strickland 
said. 

Water, sand and acid are 
used in the fracturing pro¬ 
cess to bring out the oil from 
zones surrounding the well. 

Strickland declined to say 
how thick the second pay zone 
was. but indicated it was more 
] promising than the deeper 
pay zone. 

The well, a test drilling, 
was drilled to the basal sand 
atop the basement rock and 
reached a depth of 9,600 feet. 
This was more than 1.100 feet 
deeper than geologists had 
calculated, indicating the well 
in on a sharp downthrust of 
the Cambrian Appalachian 
Trough that extends south¬ 
ward from the Pennsylvania- 
Ohio state line into East Ken¬ 
tucky.
